Equal Instalments Will Not Be | EDMONTONFAIR 


Recommended to City Council 


Bylaws and 
Would be 


Legislation Committee Finds Flaw in Proposal.—City 
Interest on Loans While Heavy Payments Were 


Held Over.—Little Gain to Small Taxpayer. 


After discussing the matter at come 
length, tt wag decided by the bylaws 
ard legislation committee of the city 
councl! to make no recommendation 
that taxes for the year should be pay- 
able in two instalments, 


The reason for this is that it was 
Q@secertained the proposal would react 
@gainst the city, nmasmuch that many 
heavy taxpayers who are now in the 
habit of paying their taxes in full in 
the one payment, would naturally only 

y half, and leave the other until the 

day set for paying the second in- 
stalmenta. In consequence, the city 
would be out of pocket that much 
interest which had to be pafd on loans 
which it fe obliged to borrow upon the 
@ecurity of the current tax payments, 
for the purpose of carrying on busi- 
ness. On the other hand, the smaller 
taxpayer would gain no benefit at all, 
compared with the heavier taxpayer. 
Half of a big taxpayer's bi might 
mean a substantial sum which could 
well be vsed in business ,or invested 
for a short period at interest, much 
more profitable than paying it to the 
city when there was no iminediate 
need. 

It wae suggested that when the first 
instalment of the taxes were paid by 
June ist, no interest on the remainder 
@hould be charged until October 1st. 

However, full consideration showed 
that his would not be very workable, 

It was pointed out that only five 
per cent. interest was to be charged 
upon unpaid taxes until July 31st. 

On on Trucks 

Difference in the amount paid. in 
taxes by persons using horse-drawn 
vehicles, compared with those im- 
posed on motor trucks operating in 
the city, was drawn to the notice of 
the committee by A. B. Potter, of the 
Big Four Transfer. Mr. Potter stated 
that before a one-ton truck could 
Operate in the city $51 has to be paid 
in taxes to the province and the city, 
whereas after the payment of $5 to 
the city, the owner of a horse-drawn 
vehicle could go to work right away. 

Mr. Potter said that he knew money 
was required by the city, and he was 
not kicking about having to pay, but 
he did ask that the inequality be- 
tween the two might be done away 
with. 

The commissioners were asked to 
supply the committee with a report 
on the subject. os 

Commissioner Yorath said that if 
present intentions were carried out, 
the horse vehicles wou!d pay $15, this 
being $5 for each horse and $5 for 


the dray. 
Hotel Taxes 
(Mr. McLean proprietor of the Col- 


lier hotel came before the committee | 


protesting against the taxes and li- 
censes charged on the hotel. 

Tt was decided that Mr. MicLean 
ehould appeal ta the commissioners 
against the business tax charged. 

Gasoline Standards 

Changes in regard to the regula- 
tions governing gasoline standards 
were considered. It was agreed to 
recommend the following: Fee for 
etandards in the first-class fire limits 
{f placed upon the sidewalk, to pe 
reduced from $100 to $50; where they 
are isolated outside the first-class fire 
limita to be reduced from $75 to $35. 
Where there is no obstruction on the 
eidewalk the fee to be reduced from 
$50 to 35 if inside the first-class fire 
limits; a reduction from $256 to $20 
if outside the first-class fire iimits. 

Persons causing any obstruction by 
placing etandards on the eidewalk 
will have to give the city bond of 
$1,000 for the purpose of providing 
against any likely damage claims.

* The campaign to assist the millions 
of starving children in stricken Rus- 
gia is making hoadway locally and 
enquiries are reaching the labor 
headquarters from a number of dif- 
ferent organisations asking jn what 
| manner théy can assist. Again other 


groups are undertaking to supply a! 


kitchen and distributing centre each 
at a cost of $500 which will keep 
100 of the Russian children for five 
months. These kitchens will be nam- 
ed after the organisations donating 
them, and should be the means of 
furnishing a bond of sympathy be- 
tween Canada and Russia after the 
present horrors are a thing of the 


Despite the appalling famine, the 
Russian government eaved enough 
grain to provide seed for next year’s 
harvest, following which affairs 
should be considerably better, ut 
from now until July is the crucial 
period and every effort willl be neces- 
sary to keep millions of these un- 
fortunate children alive. 

J. J. McCormack, who is one of 
the leaders of the movement here 
wishes to emphasise that the famine 
is not due to the Soviet or any other 
form of government but is one of 
nature’s works. The crop has been 
a failure for the past three years; 
frost has played a large part in the 
matter and the grain has been frozen 
when a foot high, which ds |alto- 
gether unusual for the Russian 
steppes. (The farmers are taking a 
hand in the ‘work of salvation and 
the donated grain will he carried 
free by the Canadian government 
from any part of Canada to the Unit- 
lea Kingdom, and in about a month's 
| time arrangements will be completed 
to have it sent right through to Riga. 

Further, the government is wpre- 
pared to advance money for immed- 
fate use if sufficient interest is dis- 
played by the Canadian people. This 
money would be reimburged from the 
variovs sums donated, and from this 
it will be gathered that the govern- 
ment stands ready to do its share, and 
if the general public can be made to 
| realise that the need Is absolutely im- 
mediate, much should result. 

It is considered that 19,000,000 
people are starving. The relief au- 
thorities know that all these cannot 
|be saved, 6o they are concentrating 
} their endeavors on ten out of the 
19,000,000—the rest will be left to 
starve, and apparently there is no 
help for this terrible conditon.

ig ikely to be safe. Government bonds; 


are the standard investment. By their 
safety all other investments may be 
rated. Obviously, being so safe, they 
need pay only a low rate of interest. 
end are not often purchasabie at par; 
usuelly a purchaser must pay a pre 
mium to ge: them, and that lowers 
the already low rate of interest rece'v- 
able. Under war conditions, naturally 
even government bonds are leas safe, 
must pay higher interest, and may be 
so below par. 

Bonds are regigtered and coupon. 
The registered bond is recorded in the 
name of the purchaser; if it is lost or 
destroyed, the government will make 
it good. The coupon bond {# payable 
to the bearer, and {s therefore like a 
banknote, except that it draws interest 
it ls ae negotiable ag a banknote and 
accepted ap readily as money. If lost, 
it cannot be repla A memoran- 
dum of the coupon bonds should be 
made, and kept in a different piace 
from the bonds, to heip ir ‘‘eir re- 
covery if they should be stolen. Cou- 
pon bonds should be kept in a safe 
deposit box,—not in an ordinary office 
or house safe. 

Trugt funds may well be invested in 
government bonds; or any other sums 
of monev for which the main thing 
to be desired is that they #hould be 
safe without much attention or 
thought, and where the amount of in- 
come is a secondary consideration.
